The British Mission at Spa were 
astonished at the smiling prosperity 
of Belgium, Every inch of soil is 
cultivated, and the crops are bounti- 
ful.

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Aeroplane 
To Explore Africa 


Easily Attains Speed of A Hundred 
Miles an Hour 
A new type of hydro-airplane, op- 


erated by three helices, has been com- | > 


pleted and will be marketed soon by 
Jean Latham, son of Hubert Latham, 
who two years before the war met his 
death while hunting in the Congo. 

Scientists here prophecy that Mr. 
Latham’s invention will greatly facil- 
itate exploration work in the interior 
of Irance’s colonies, as- it combines 
three great factors — speed, carrying 
power and comparative lightness of 
equipment, and furthermore is able 
to use the smallest streams in case 
of accident. 

The cabin contains room for four 
passengers, as well as compartments 
for reserve supplies of petrol, food, 
wireless apparatus and machine guns, 
all of which are in a birch bark canoe 
body. All the machinery for the op- 
eration of the craft is above the heads 
of the passengers. 

In trial tests the hydroplane, carry- 
ing three tons, mounted half a mile 
in four minutes, a mile in cight min- 
utes and three miles jn thirty-four 
minutes. The speed test showed a 
ynaximum of a hundred miles an hour, 
which was casily attained.

The great naval seaplane of the 
Canadian Acro Film ~ Company has

Less Employment in East 


Reports Indicate, However, That the 
Labor Market Firm on 
Prairtes 


to the Dominion headquarters of the 
Eriployment Service of ~Canada, de- 
partment of Labor, indicates that, dis- 
regarding loss of time due to strikes, 
there was a decline in the volume of 
employment during the week ending 
July 3, as compared with similar re- 
ports covering the previous weck, A 
decrease’ had been expected, but not 
on such a large scale, For the fol- 
lowing week, however, these firms 
anticipated making substantial addi- 
tions to their payrolls. In comparis- 
on with their returns they reported 
that they\had enlarged their staffs 
very considerably.

The best increases were 
in railway construction work, edible 
plant products, and building construc- 
tion. Further increases were expect- 
ed. Largest reductions were among 
the firms manufacturing rubber goods 
and iron, stcel and lumber products.

Paris——The destruction of the Bol-

| During the past three days there 
has been heavy fighting in the mar- 
shy valleys of the Narew between 
Ostrolenka and Lomza, where the 
Reds sought to break through-in the 
direction of Bialystok.

On 
August 23 the Poles carried all the 
passages of the river. The Prussian 
frontier as far as Myszyniec is now 
occupied by the Poles. All the Red 
troops west of the line of Ostrolenka- 
Myszyniec have been captured. The 
exact number of cannon abandoned 
is not yet known. Detachments of 
| cavalry and infantry which escaped 
procecded northward, along the line 
of the lakes and marshes between the 
fortresses of Ossowiec and Grodno.

Turgeon Speaks at Regina 


Criticizes Present Gsiceiment And 
Premier’s Speech At 
Stirling 
Regina——Hon, W. F. A. Turgeon 
addressed a large gathering here on 
the question of the tariff, dealing par- 
ticularlys with Premier Meighen’s re- 


cent speech at Stirling, Ont. Mr. 
Turgeon Spoke for two hours and 
was accorded a good hearing. He 
took the stand that the Premier's 


speech was a direct challenge to the 
west on the tariff issuc, and strongly 
criticized tlre new government’s posi- 
tion. “Mr. \Mcighen says he sces 
among his followers those who stand 
by British institutions and things of 
that sort,” said Mr. Turgeon, “and 
on the other hand he sees those who 
would destroy them, ‘wreckers,’ as he 
calls them, I do not agree with Mr. 
Meighen at all. On the important 
thing which is the’ meat of his dis- 
courses, on the question to which all 
these things lead—that is to say the 
tariff policy of Canada — I do not 
agree with him at all. 1 feel 1 am 
just as much attached and just as 
loyal, and so are those around me, 
to British institutions and methods 
and forms of government as Mr. 
Meighen; just as much and greatly 
more attached to that most fundam- 
ental of all British government—re- 
presentative government and faith in 
the people. That, perhaps, is the out- 
standing characteristic of the govern- 
ment of the day. Why does it not 
consult the people? We all know how 
the members of that government 
came into being in“1917 for a specific 
purpose. There was a full understan- 
ding that that purpose being accom- 
plished, that governmént would come 
to an end. Has it? The mandate has 
long gone by. On what authority is 
the present government carrying on? 
Mr. Meighen admits they are carry- 
ing on. He says we are not a new 
government; we are born and bred 
from the old government, -a continua- 
tion of the same regime; we are car- 
rying on. Under what mandate? Mr. 
Meighen talks of British institutions 
and methods. Does he imagine for 
one moment such a state of affairs 
could obtain in England? The gov- 
ernment there goes to the people 
when they-know their mandates have 
expired.”

Belfast.—Serious rioting broke out 
in Belfast during which there was 
considerable shooting and some in- 
cendiarism, A number of wounded 
Persons werc taken to the hospitals. 

The rioting began in the Falls dis- 
trict of West Belfast, the scene of the 
deadliest fighting in the July distur- 
bances. It started with revolver fir- 
ing near the Kashmir road, of Evel- 
morrics. Albert street, in the Falls 
area, situated in the populous mill lo- . 
cality and mainly inhabited by nation- 
alists, became the new storm centre, 

During the trouble an armored car 
appeared and fired on the rioters, a 
number of whom were taken into hos- 
pitals suffering from machine-gun 
wounds, 

Crowds of shipyard workers ,ap- 
peared from the side streets waving 
Union Jacks. The military was hear- 
tily cheered, as a section of the fire 
brigade, which was summoned for an 
incendiary fire. A few minutes after 
the fire started the whole block of 
buildings was a seething mass of 
flames. Early today Sinn Feiners in 
Ballymacarratt fired on the military, 
who returned the fire, Frank McCann 
was shot dead and another man was 
wounded, 

Omagh, Ireland—While a fair was 
in progress at Drumquin, about sev- 
en miles north-west of Omagh, a 
party of armed Sinn Feiners dashed 
through the village in motor cars and 
opened fire on a small force of police 
controlling traffic, wounding two of 
the men. : 

A sergeant in command was badly 
wounded and a constable received 
critical injuries, from which he died 
later. After the opening dash, the 
raiding party turned its attention to 
the barracks, which the remainder of 
the police were striving to defend.

seen in the west, is the experience of 
anyone who visits the Cameron ranch 
4B the Noble Foundation, 20 miles 
aorth-cast’ of Lethbridge, Alberta, 
while cutting is in progress on the 

9,000 acre wheat field. 

Three year$ ago this immense field 
of grain was bald virgin prairie, now 
it is yielding up its first big harvest 
of wheat at an average of betwe cen | 
25 and 30 bushels to the acre over the 
whole area. C. S, Noble, who heads 
what is known ag the largest grain 
farming company in the world, start- 
ed years ago with half a section of! 
tand—320 acres, Today his holdings: 
total 33,000 acres on all his farms, and 
he has a clear title lo every acre of 
this. Of this area he has 28,689 acres 
cultivated, 712 are unbroken and 3,680 
are used for grazing purposes. This 
year he has 18,287 acres in crop in 
all grains, Of this, there is 12,310 in 
wheat, 2,290 in oats, 3,517 in rye and 
70 in flax. Ife has shown his faith 
in winter grain as a means of com- 
bating soil drifting by planting a 
great deal of it. He has on one farm 
100 acres of volunteer rye which 
yields eight bushels, another field of 
1,000 acres of volunteer rye which 
ought to yield more, 70 acres of rye 
that will yield 21 bushels, and 80 


acres that will yield 25 busliels. He 
also has 20 acres of Rosen rye that 
will yield 30 bushels. 

The majority of the crops thig year 
are on what is known as the Camer- 
on ranch, where there are 9,000 acres 
in wheat, 2,300 acres of rye, 1,500 
acres of oats and 70 acres of flax. ‘It 
is expected that the total acreage will 
yield 307,350 bushels of wheat, 137,- 
400 bushels of oats, and 70,340 bush- 
els of rye, worth roughly about one 
million dollars. Vo harvest this im- 
mense crop 60 binders are at work, 
using 240 horses in addition to the 


enormous number of helpers required , 


to carry on the necessary work. 


To save a fifteen mile haul from 
ranch to railway, Mr. Noble has es- 


tablished a unique system of convey-} 


ing his wheat over the valley of the 
Little Bow River, two miles away, 
by -acrial tramway to the south side, 
where another three miles will put 


the grain into the elevator he has; 


purchased. 


A huge granary on the slope of! 


the conlee at the Old Man River has 
been built with a capacity of 90,000 
bushels. 
it comes gut at the foot in a chute 


which carries it into a huge carrier 


across the river, 
capacity of one ton.

which chutes load it into wagons, the

Alberta’ s Telephone’ Service| 


Rural Business Has Grown by ‘eal 
And Bounds 


Within the next three months a 
thousand new phones will be added 
to the city telephone exchange of 
Calgary, Alberta. During the past 
six months the exchange has not been 
able to expand sufficiently to keep up, 
with the increased demands of new 
subscribers, New cquipment, how: 
ever, is now being installed which, 
when completed, will allow an addi 
tional thousand instruments to be pul 
into use, It however appears that 
still further extensions will have to 
be made shortly since there are now 
sufficient subscribers on the waiting 
list to absorb the greater number, if 
not all the additional telephones the 
moment they are ready for service. 

If the growth in city phones has 
been small, because of lack of equip- 
ment, the growth in rural services has 
been very large. The new directory 
igre Calgary and district shows 2] 
<. rural toll stations opened up 
since the last directory was issued, 
and five additional rural toll stations 
west of Red Deer taken over by the 
government. 

“The rural business has grown by 
ieaps and bounds,” states the officials 
in charge of the district. “There are 
more -than a score new toll stations 
shown in the new directory and with- 
in a month there will be as see 
more ready to open, It is difficult fo 
estimate what the actual increase in 
individual services is in this district, 
since the work on the various — tol 
lites is not complete, The gangs are 
working with all speed to complete | 
the new lines and by fall the number 
of additional rural services will be} 
very great.”

Pasteurization of-Milk 


British Columbia Man Invents New 
Machine 

A new machine for the pasteuriza- 
tion of milk has bees ‘nvented me Mr. 
John Burmeister of Vancotver, 
It has been in operation for seme 
time and excellent results have been 
obtained with the new invention. 


The first of these machines which. 


was manufactured in New Westmin- 
ster, has a capacity of two hundred 
and seventy pounds. By the use of 
anew system of hot water compart- 
ments the milk can be heated to the 
required heat for pasteurization in a 
much shorter time than. by the- old 
process. Before, it took at least half 
an hour to heat the milk whereas the 
new machine will do the work in 12 
minutes. 


Besides being used for the pasteur- 
ization of milk, this.machine may also 
be used in ice cream factories for 
mixing and cooling purposes, and in 
creamerics as a cream ripener. 

Mr. Burmeister is at present work- 
ing on another invention, which will 
be of great benefit to dairymen. And 
within a short time he expects to con- 
struct a machine which will wash 
milk cans, both inside and out, and 
sterilize and rinse them, all in one 
operation. There is no machine at 
present which will do this, but Mr. 
Budineister believes that his second 


invention will prove just as success- 


ful as his pasteurizer, which was the 


‘finest thing he ever invented. 


New Grain Elevator 


Hundred Thousand’ Bushel 
Bin Elevator. at Moose 
Jaw 

The new fireproof hundred thous- 
and bushel twelve bin clevator which 
is being constructed at Moose Jaw, 
Saskatchewan is rapidly nearing com- 
pletion and the whole structure will 
be completed by the End of the year. 
One hundred and twenty-six feet of 
wall has already been constructed, 
but this wall will be raised another 80 
feet, bringing the total height of the 
walls to 206 feet. 

The “huge grain tanks, twelve in 
number, with a height of 76 feet and 
a capacity of 100,000 bushels, are now 
completed and work is progressing 
on the clevator work house above the 
tanks, 

The storage facilities of the new 
bins will be available for the handling 
of this vear’s crop and the work 
house above will be completed by the 
end of the year.

Experiments in 
Swine Feeding 


Self- Feeder Proves More Economical 
Than Trough Method 


Experimental work with swine -has 
been underway on the Scott Section 
4for three years. The list of experi- 
ments includes a comparison of the 
methods of housing; comparison of 
-fceds and methods of feeding 
determining the valuc of pasture. 

One of the first points noted in 
examining the data collected is that 
swine raising and feeding has proven 
profitable during this period, notwith- 
standing the high cost of feed and 
labor, Out of all the experiments 
tried out only one has shown a dir- 
‘ect loss and this was due to poor 
ventilation in the building in which 
the hogs. were housed and consequent 
; illness, 

i 


and 


The information secured indicates 
,that profitable gains can be secured 
by use of the self-feeder. In most of 
the experiments the self-feeder has 
resulted in more economical gains 
than the trough method. The con- 
clusion reached is that where the 
feeder is an.expert in his business he 
car secure equal gains to the self- 
'feeder method, but, where the feeder 
'is not well versed in the art of feed- 
ing then the self-feedcr method per- 
| inits the hogs to use sufficient quan- 
‘tities of feed permit vigorous 
| growth. 

The matter of pasture for swine is 
a debatable one, It is possible that 
pigs will make more 
rapid gains if green feed is cut and 
them if they have the run 
iof a large pasture. On the other 
hand, the cost of maintaining brood 
sows can be substantially decreased 
by the use of pasture, 

A comparison of wintering swine 
in a large central building with that 
of having the swine in small port- 
able cabins has shown ‘the small 
cabin to be the. most profitable since 
jit is an exception to have stiffened 
pee rheumatic pigs in the small cabins 
c|

while in a large central piggery this 
frequently occurs. Brood™ sows that 
have wintered in portable cabins 
some distance from the feeding 
trough have always produced good 
,strong vigorous litters. 

A point that has shown up particu- 
larly during the last few years is the 
importance of having grain of good 
quality for feeding, This is-more im- 
portant than most people realize, 
That the fecd plays an. important 
part was shown ‘by the experiment 
conducted this past winter when 
barley and oats were fed in direct 
| comparison with standard screenings 

and oats,, and shorts and. oats. The 

aire value of the ‘first material 
was considerably superior to either 
of the other two. While the shorts 
and oats produced the least economi- 
cal gains, 

Owing to the high prices usually 
prevailing in Aprit and May for fat 
hogs carly fall litters wintered in 
straw sheds or in portable cabins 
lhave in the two winters they have 
‘been tested out given profitable re- 
turns. These pigs were raised unde1 
conditions similar to those existing 
on the average farm,-that is no milk 
was available and the feed consisted 
and grain, with oat sheaves 
for roughage, and when available 
were given, While the pigs 
usually did not make very rapid gains 
during the extremely cold weather 
they filled out rapidly once the warm 
spring weather sect in, and a couple 
of weeks of the sclf-feeder resulted 
in wonderfully rapid gains. 
~ In conclusion it might be pointed 
out that swine raising, like all other 
lines of business, must be consistently 
and carefully conducted. Much of the 
loss from this branch of farming in 
the past has been due to farmers and 
others going into the business for a 
comparatively short time and at the 
first sign of a slump in the market 
| disposing of their entire stock,

Water Does Serious Damage to Hay 
Lands in the North

In Canada 


High Prices of Furs Results in the 
Domestication of the 
- Beaver 

The conservation of wild life on the 
continent and the domestic cultiva- 
tion of wild animals for their furs has 
of late been receiving widespread at- 
tenlion and encouragement both on 
account of the high prices prevailing 
and because it tends to offset the nat- 
ural depletion by trap, gun and dis- 
cease. The ceding of a thirty-year 
grazing lease to Vilhjamur Stefann- 
son on the southern portion of Baffin 
Island, to raise reindeer and cariboo 
is an indication of this, while the for- 
mation of muskrat farms has been 
much advocated on account of the 
profitable nature of the industry, a 
prominent factor of which is the eco- 
nomic maintenance of such an indus- 
try. 

The rapid decline of the beaver 
throughout the continent and consist- 
ent high prices for the furs of these 
animals have drawn attention in their 
direction, and the feasibility of dom- 
eslicating the beaver, or rather culti- 
vating the animal in is wild state un- 
der domestic restraints, is receiving 
much consideration, A beaver ranch 
was established last fall on the ranch 
of H. Coles, a farmer of Milton, 
Prince Edward Island, his first pelts 
selling for from $40 to $60 apiece. 
The location for the ranch was an 
admirable one—the animals’ natural 
haunt—with abundant flowing water 
and an ampel provision of natural 
sustenance. The busy little animals 
went right ahead with their dams; 
the special wire fencing used to en- 
close them and prevent possible mi- 
gration did not apparently annoy 
them to any extent, and they contin- 
ucd to propagate and follow out their 
regular routine as if unhampered by 
the schemes of man, 

The beaver, which was early recog- 
nized as typically emblematic of 
Canada from its umbiquitiousness, 
found a permanent memorial on the 
national insignia, and at one time was 
to be found in every part of the Do- 
minion. It usually disappears with 
settlement, however, and statistics go 
to show that the supply of beaver in 
the wilds is rapidly diminishing, and 
that in a matterof twenty years will, 
unless conserved by the establishment 
of farms, have followed the buffalo 
into practical oblivion and extinction. 

Beaver ranching is. an industry 
which would receive every encourage- 
ment. The_trapping of beaver has 
always been a profitable pursuit while 
the high price of the fur, which- will 
doubtless hold, is--sufficient encour- 
agement, Given a careful choice of 
location, a ranch is economis of op- 
eration and can be profitably run on 
lines of little expense, after the Idni- 
tial outlay, 


Carving World’s 
Largest Statue 


Japs 


Will be Reclining Figure 240 Feet 
Long 

On the Isle of Cow's Head, in that 
beautiful inland sea, which has been 
called the Mediterrancan of Japan, a 
ledge of rock overlooks the water, 
and here a simall army of Japanese 
workmen are busy at the first cuttings 
that will eventually carve ont the 
largest statue in the world. The 
Colossus of Rhodes, at one time one 
of the seven wonders of the world, 
is said to have been 120 fect high— 
a small thing. compared with the fig- 
ure of Liberty that stands 151 fect 
above its pedestal in New York har- 
bor—but the Japanese statue will be 
of even greater iInagnitude, Follow- 
ing the line of the natural rock it will 
be a reclining figure 240 feet long, and 
therefore that much more impressive 
than the Buddha at Pegu, Burma, 
which from head to foot measpres 182 
feet. The Isle of the Cow's head is 
private property, and this Brobding- 
nagian adornment is a work of priv- 
ate enterprise. The reclining figure 
will be that of St. Nichiren, who 
founded the sect of Buddhism that 
bears his name. In the wooden mod- 
el the saint lies asleep, facing who- 
ever sees him, his head pillowed on a 
block, and his left arm extending al- 
ong his side; a somewhat archaic fig- 
ure, yet with considerable realism. 
For the cnormous statue that is to 
be cut out of the solid rock from the 
model the trees and greenery of the 
Isle af Cow's head will provide an 
excellent setting,

The average world’s yicld of wheat 
the war years 1914 to 1918 is ascer- 
tained to be 98.3 million metric tons,

lion for the five season of conflict, or 
more than 10,000,000 (20 percent) be- 
low the previous crops. The gravity 
of this situation as regards Europe . 
was fully appreciated overseas, and 
with one accord every region enter- 
ed the world-wide co-operation © in 
order to save from hunger hundreds 
of millions of war-worn people, doing 
its utmost to furnish Europe with its 
indispensable requirements. Thus we 
may observe that North America in- 
creased its wheat area from the pre- 
war average of 55,000,000 acres to 
about 70,000,000. Asia advanced froin 
45,000,000 to 53,000 000, and Australia 
from 7,000,000 to 10,000,000, with a 
corresponding increase in the average 
yields. Those of North America sur- 
pass the pre-war figures by 5,000,000 
metric tons; in South America the 
increase was 500,000 tons, in Asia 2,- 
000,000, in Australia 500,000 tons. Nat- 
ural causes, such as climate and sur- 
roundings, combined to prevent Afri- 
ca from following these examples, but 
the yields in that continent remained 
at pre-war level. 


a quantity slightly below that of the 
average five years when the average 
crop was-100.6 metric million tons. 


Says a recent communication from 
the International Institute of Agricul- 
ture, Rome, It might appear from 
the respective aggregate that the war 
had not seriously affected wheat- 
growing, but in reality matters are 
quite otherwise, The official data pub- 
lished by the Institute record the pro- 
found influence of war with regard 
to cultivation alike in Europe and in 
other continents. Such attempts as 
were made by European governments 
to insure adequate crops proved un- 
successful. In spite of all induce- 
ments offered to farmers, and of the 
many obligations imposed upon them, 
with the view of keeping up the wheat 
area, there was a decrease from 130,- 
000,000 acres in 1913 to 112,000,000 in 
1918, and from an average of 130,- 
000,000 during 1909-13 to 114,000,000 
during 1914-18. In other words, a de- 
cline of about 10 percent. The data 
of yields indicate a decrease even 
more serious than this, 

While the aggregate yield in 1913 
was 57.5 million metric tons, the fig- 
ures show sharp declines, to 41.3 mil- 
lion tons in 1918, while the average 
of 52,000,000 million during the five 
pre-war years decreases to 41.6 mii- 


We-may summarize by remarking , 
that the decrease in average Europ- 
ean yields during the war period is 
about 10,000,000 tons, but is almost 
balanced by an average increase of 
8,000,000 tons in other countries, and 
that the net annual deficiency was 
therefore no more than 2,000,000 tons,

Potato Crop Larger 
Than Last Year 


Bigger Total Yield Expected Owing 
‘ro Increased Acreage 
The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 


Teports the area sown to potatoes 


this year as 819,000 acres, as com- 
pared with 818,767 acres in 1919, and 
the condition of the crop at the end 
of June as 98 percent as against 95 
percent in 1919, 


During July the weather has been 
favorable to potato growth in Brit- 
ish Columbia, Ontario, Quebec and 
Nova Scotia, and during the latter 
part of the month, in Alberta, New 
Brunswick and Saskatchewan, which 
may be taken as an indication of an 
improvement in the condition of the 
crop in these seven province, In 
Manitoba and Prince Edward Island 
only, the weather has been such as 
might be expected to reduce the pos- 
sibilities of the crop yield. 

Taking the latest potato crop re- 
port for the Dominion as a whole, 
the prospects appear good for a con- 
siderably bigger total yield than last 
year, Considering their increased 
acreage, and condition of the crop at 
this date, the provinces of British 
Columbia, Ontario and Quebec have 
splendid prospects, while the noted 
potato-producing provinces of Prince 
Edward Island and New Brunswick 
are behind their usual form, Sas- 
katchewan has 20 percent more land 
in potatocs than last year and the 
yicld is estimated from 200 bushels 
per acre on stubble to 400 bushels 
per acre on summer fallowed land. 

A peculiar feature of the season 
has been the distribution of the pota- 
to beetle pest. The beetles have been 
abundant in Quebec and Manitoba, 
scarce in most parts of Ontario, but 
abundant in the southwestern part 
of that province. In the Maritime 
Provinces the potato beetle is now re- 
ported as very abundant all over the 
inland territory, but scarce along the 
sea coast. 


Canadian Trade in Europe 


Sir George Perley Says Outlook Was 
Never So Bright 


Great Britain is having her troubles 
and lots of them, but ‘she will pull 
out all right and maintain her ‘smile 
upon civilization, is how Sir George 
Perley, Canadian High Commission- 
er in London, expressed himself to 
the Canadian Press, on his return 
from the Old Country with Lady Per- 
Icy. 

“The sound common sense of the 
British people in ‘the old land is 
simply wonderful. They take their 
troubles philosophically and have 
managed everything exceedingly well 
during these trying months since ar- 
mistice days, Last year when a rail- 
way strike broke, they just set to 
work and became their own railway 
men and soon the strike was ended,” 
he said. 


Sir George was extremely pleased 
with the changed position regarding 
Poland. Alogg with other prominent 
men who were with him, he expressed 
the belief that the new turn of events 
would result in the mix-up between 


“the Bolsheviks arid Poles being soon 


straightened out much quicker than 
if the Reds had reached Warsaw. 

Asked regarding Canadian trade in 
Europe, Sir George said the outlook 
was never so bright. He strongly 
counselled Canadian merchants to 
buy every possible dollar’s worth of 
goods in Great Britain rather than in 
the United States. This, he said, 
would have a double advantage, in 
that it would strengthen Empire re- 
lations and also offset the Exchange 
Situation.

Orders by Pigeon Post 


English Butcher Uses Pigeons To 
Carry Orders to Shop 


An entirely practical use of homing 
pigeons is reported from Eng!and. 
The inventor of the system is a but- 
cher’s son, who employs his birds 
regularly to carry orders from out- 
lying districts — presumably where, 
there are no tclephones—-to his fath- 
er’s shop, The plan works 2xcellent- 
ly. ° . 
When the boy goes to collect or- 
ders he ‘takes six of his fastest birds 
with him. After he has gone a mile 
or two and collected a dozen orders 
he liberates a pigeon with the slips 
enclosed in a little metal case attach- 
ed to the bird’s foot. Before five 
minutes have clapsed these orders are 
in the shop. 

At the various stages of his round, 
which usually takes three hours, the 
other birds, with more orders, are sct 
free, and by the time the shop is 
reached all the orders received by 
this pigeon post have been despatch- 
ed,

Plan to Increase and Domesticate the 


Herd in Labrador 

Captain A. H. Living, of the Dom- 
inion Parks branch, has been ap- 
pointed to go to Labrador with the 
object of taking charge of plans to 
increase and domesticate the rcin- 
deer herd there. At the present time 
there are about 150 head of reindeer 
in that locality and it is the ultimate 
intention of the department to sup- 
ply the missionaries and the people of 
the Hudson Bay territory with both 
a food and transportation syste. In 
order to accomplish this, Captain 
Living will have to spend the next 
four or five years travelling various 
parts of the territory, and for a large 
portion of the time he will de out of 
touch with the civilized world. The 
project has. been under consideration 
for several years, but was held up 
owing to the war. Captain Living, 
who has had many years’ experience 
in northern Ontario, Quebec, Alberta 
and British Columbia wilds, left Ot- 
tawa for Quebcc, taking on supplies 
there, and leaving immediately for the 
northern coast. Captain Living serv- 
ed nearly fiye years with the Canad- 
ian forces and saw active service in 
"rance. ,

Banks Show Increase in Deposits of 
Twenty-one. Percent 


Increased prosperity this year in 
comparison with 1919 is indicated by 
banking and ‘railroad statistics of Ar- 
gentina which have just been publish- 
ed, Official banking reports show 
that between May 31, 1919, and the 
same date this year deposits increas- 
ed 21 percent, loans and discounts 1 
percent and balances on hand 40 per- 
cent. 

Of the 2,141 miles of railway in the 
country only one group of 1,188 miles 
has failed to show increased aggre- 
gate receipts, according to a table 
compiled by the Review of the River 
Plate, showing conditions for the pre- 
sent year.
